in a great Meaſure on the Increaſe of Sailors and Mariners, nd 
giving proper Encouragement to Perſons to engage themſelves 
in that Buſineſs: Therefore it is a Matter no leſs worthy of 
the Charity than of the Gratitude and Juſtice of every Perſon 
ſo intereſted,” to reſcue from Miſery and Want, ſuch Seamen as 
ſhall become old, decayed, lame, or maimed in the Service of the 
Merchants of Glaſgow, and who ſhall have behaved themſelves, 
while there employed, with Fidelity and Diligence, and to make 
ſome Proviſion for their poor Widows and Children, which may 
have the happy Effect to excite able Hands to enter into the 
ſaid Service, as well as to encourage their good Behaviour. 


And conſidering that the Funds of that Society in Glaſgow, 
known by the Name of THE SEAMENS CLus, being very 


ſmall, ariſing only from Part of their own Wages, are nowiſe 
ſufficient for anſwering the Purpoſes above-mentioned. For 
theſe Reaſons, We ARchIBALD INGRAM, Dean of Guild of 
Glaſgow, and the Magiſtrates of the ſaid City, with the Gentle- 
men, Merchants, Mariners, Manufacturers, and others ſubſcrib- 
ing, do hereby join ourſelves, and all others who ſhall be plea- 
ſed to concur with us in ſo laudable a Deſign, into a voluntary 
charitable Society, by the Name of THE GLASGOW MARINE 
SociETyY, for the Ends above-mentioned: And for raiſing the 
neceſſary Funds for this Charity, and for the good Government 
of this Society, we have agreed upon and do eſtabliſh the fol- 
lowing Articles and Regulations. N

THE Management and Direction of the Funds after- men- 
tioned of this Society ſhall be veſted in the Dean of Guild of 
Glaſgow for the Time, and twelve Directors to be choſen out 
of che Subſcribers, with a Perſon to be called a Commodore, and 
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a Collector, who are to have the Charge and Overſight of che 
Funds belonging to the Society, and the Diſtribution thereof, 
during the Time of their being in Office, ſubject always as to 
the Manner of Election, and as to the Powers hereby veſted in 
them, to the Qualifications and Rules herein after ſet down, 
and accountable to the Society as is after- mentioned; and the 
Commodore and Collector may either be part of the aforeſaid 
twelve Directors, or not, as ſhall be found convenient.

THAT how ſoon a competent Number of Subſcribers is ob- 
tained to this Agreement, the Dean of Guild ſhall name ſix of 
the Subſcribers, and the Society, called THz SzaMeNs CLus, 
ſhall nominate other fix to be Directors, for the Purpoſes afore- 


ſaid, who are to continue in Office until the third Tueſday of 


January next, and the Dean of Guild, and theſe twelve Direc- 
tors, ſhall ele& one of the Subſcribers by Name of Commodore, 
aud another to be Collector, alſo ſhall chuſe a Clerk to the So- 
ciety, who are to continue in their Offices during the Time fore- 
ſaid, the Commodore always to be a reſiding Merchant in Glaſ- 
gow, Who has formerly been Maſter of a Ship. | 5 


III. 
THERE ſhall be a General Meeting of all the Members 
of the Society upon the third Tueſday of January One thouſand 
ſeven hundred and fifty- nine, and yearly thereafter on that Day, 
within the Mee Hall of Glaſgow, at 
whereof previous Notice ſhall 


be given in the Glaſgow News-Papers fourteen Days before the 


time of Meeting. That at the ſaid General Meetings, the Mem- 


bers preſent ſhall have laid before them a State of the Society's- 
. 
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Subjects and Affairs, and of the Receipts, Deburſements, and 


Diſpoſal of their Funds; and ſhall, by Plurality of Voices, out 


of the Meinbers chuſe twelve Directors for the then enſuing 


Year, whereof one Third ſhall be taken out of ſuch as are reſiding 
Merchants in Glaſgow, who have been Ship-Maſters, if ſo many 
can be got, and the other two Thirds are to be taken out of 


che other Members of the Society. That nine of the former 


Directors ſhall continue for every enſuing Year after any Ge- 
neral Meeting, and three ſhall be diſqualified and fall off yearly. 
That, for the firſt three Years, the Directors to be diſqualified, 
and to go out of the Management, ſhall be named by the Ge- 
neral Meeting, and they ſhall chuſe others in their Room; but 


at all ſubſequent Elections, the three Directors eldeſt in Office 


ſhall go out, and fall from their Office, and other three ſhalb 


be choſen in their Place, with the Limitation before- mentioned. 


That the Dean of Guild and Directors ſhall chuſe a Commos+ 
dore, who has been Maſter of a Ship as aforeſaid, and a Collec- 
tor, who ſhall be conjoined with them in the Management of the 
Funds and Affairs of the Society for the Year enſuing after ſuch: 
Ele&ion, and none of the Perſons diſqualified as aforeſaid ſhall 


be re- elected into the Office of Director during the Space of 


two Years after his being ſuperſeded from that Office; and the 


Dean of Guild, Directors, Commodore, and Collector, ſhall, by 


Plurality of Voices, nominate a Clerk to the Oy for the Year 
after ſaid Election. 


THE Managers ſhall meet quarterly, viz. on the firſt 
Thurſdays of April, July, October and January, always, and the 


Penſioners upon this Society ſhall be admitted at theſe quarterly $ 
Meetings, by Majority of Voices of the Managers preſent, and 
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at no other Time; but, in caſes of Emergeney, they ſhall have 
Power to give preſent Relief to Stranger Seamen, or Seamen 
belonging to Glaſgow, Ship-wrecked or in Diſtreſs. The major 
Part of the Managers for the time ſhall be a Quorum. And in 
all Meetings, general or quarterly, the Dean of Guild ſhall pre- 
fide, and he ſhall have Power to call extraordinary Meetings as 
he may ſee proper. In his Abſence the Commodore ſhall pre- 
de; and if both he abſent, the Managers or Members prefent 
to ele& their own Preſes. All Penſioners ſhall be called over by 
Name at every annual General Meeting, and ſhall either be con- 
tinued or ſtruck off the Liſt, as the Society ſhall: then think fit 
from their different Circumſtances and Wants,

SUCH Seamen only (or their Widows and Children) fhall | 
be intitled to the Charity of this Society, who ſhall have ſerved 


at leaſt ſeven Years in Ships or Veſſels belonging wholly or 
moſtly to the Merchants of Glaſgow, excepting in cafes of ex- 
traordinary Merit, fuch as being wounded or maimed in De- 
fence or Preſervation of their Ship, in which caſes they may 
be admitted for a ſhorter Service. 


ALL Seamen (with their Widows and Children) ſhall be 
excluded and debarred from receiving any of the Charity of this 
Society, who ſhall at any time run away from their Service be- 
fore compleating their Engagements, or engage with or take 
Money from different Maſters at the ſame time, or ſhall be 
guilty of diſhoneſt or mutinous Practices, or otherwiſe refuſe, 
neglect or act contrary to their Duty, all or any of which Mal-

THAT the former Society, called TIE SEAMENS CLUB, 


ſhall be incorporated with this new erected Marine Society in 
all time coming; and the Funds of the ſaid Seamens Club ſhall 
pertain and belong to this new Society, and ſhall be under the 
Management of the Dean of Guild, Directors, and other Per- 
ſons aforeſaid. Alſoall Poors Rates, which have been in uſe to be 
paid to the ſaid Seamens Club, ſhall be paid into this new Society. 
And the Subſcribers, reſpectively, oblige themſelves, that their 
Maſters and Mariners ſhall duly pay to the Collector of this So- 
ciety, for the time, the aforeſaid Poors Rates, being Two Pence 


on every Twenty Shillings Sterling of Wages, each Voyage, for 


all Ships and Veſſels ſailing from or to the River of Clyde 
wherein they are concerned, in proportion to their Intereſt 
therein; declaring always, That when ſuch Ships or Veſſels 


belong partly to the Subſcribers, or any of them, and partly to 


the Inhabitants of another Place, where a Fund is eſtabliſhed for 
Relief of their Sailors, that a proportional Part of ſaid Poors 


Rates, correſponding to the Share belonging to the Subſcrib- 


ers, or any of them, ſhall be paid to the Collector aforeſaid, for 
the Uſe of this Society.
